New Delhi, the 10th July 1972 

G.S.R. 334(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) read with 
clause (h) of sub-rule (3i), of rule 114 of the Defence of India Rules, 1971, the 
Central Government, being of the opinion that it i.'? necessary and expedient so 
to do for securing the maintenance of supplies and services essential to the life 
of the community, and for securing the equitable distribution and availability of 
jute textiles at fair prices, hereby fixes the price mentioned in column (3) of the 
First Schedule appended to this Order as the maximum ex-factory price at which 
the varieties of jute textiles mentioned in the corresponding entries in column 
(2) of the said Schedule shall be purchased or sold during the month of July 
1972. 

Provided that the price so fixed in respect of the variety of jute textiles men¬ 
tioned in Serial No. 1 of the First Schedule appended to this Order shall be 
reduced to the extent specified in column (2) of column (3) of the Second Sche- 
dule api^nded to this Order in respect of the minimum breaking strength speci- 
ficf] in the corresponding entries in column (1) of Second Schedule. 
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Provided further that the price specified in this Order is liable to be revised 
and finally fixed at such rate as the Tariff Commission recommends and the price 
so finally fixed shcdl be the price at which the supplier is entitled to be paid for 
deliveries made in the month. 

Explanation —For the purposes of this Order, the price specified in the First 
or Second Schedule appended to this Order shall be exclusive of the duty of 
excise and the sales tax which shall be paid in addition to the ex-factory price 
by the purchaser at actuala. 

2 . Nothing in this Order shall apply to any quantity of jute textiles which 
may^ be exported during the period specified in paragraph 1 pursuant to any con¬ 
tract entered into before the commencement of this Order.
